In a recent number of the World 
we mentioned our visit when at Seat- 
tle, Wash. to the Hollywood Farms 
and promised to return to this sub- 
ject later.

try, eggs, bacon and sausage, garden 
truck and greenhouse products ‘in their 
season.

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PROPER REARING OF CALVES 
Prof. W. J. Fraser, University of 
Illinois 





Proper calf raising lies at the foun- 
dation of the whole dairy industry. 
One reason why we have so many 
poor cows is because of poorly raised 
calves. A well-bred cow is largely 
made or unmade the first 15 months 
of her life. Many good dairymen, 
with fine herds of cows, have little 


knowledge of proper. calf raising.’ 


Thin and scrawny calves stunted for 
life are frequently seen in the dairy 
region and tell too plainly the truth 
of this statement. There is little poor 
calf raising in Denmark and Holland, 
and this is one reasoh they have 
such excellent cows in those countries. 

The proper feeding and manage- 
ment of calves is just as important 
as the proper care of cows. The 
difficulty is, dairymen think they are 
engaged in milk production alone, and 
many of them are too short-sighted 
to see the necessity of acquiring the 


art of calf raising. 

So much depends upon personal 
judgment in feeding calves to raise 
them successfully that it is difficult 
to lay down any fixed rule. Special 
care should be taken not to let the di- 
gestive organs become deranged, for 
if this happens it is difficult indeed 
to get the calf again into thrifty con- 
dition. The chief difficulties in calf 
raising are: Overfeeding and irregu- 
larity in time, in temperature, quan- 
| tity ‘and sweetness of milk; and in 
cleanliness of feeding pails. The 
amount of milk should not be guessed 
at, but always weighed for each calf. 
One over or irregular feed may do 
an immense amount of damage. 





While there are many difficulties 
in the way of feeding calves properly, 
three times a day, this should be 
done until the calf is two weeks old. 
A small calf should be fed at first 
not to exceed three pounds and a 
large calf four pounds of milk at 
feed time three times a day. Theor- 
etically, it is much better to feed three 
times a day until the calf is two 
weeks old, but there is so much dif- 
ficulty in getting the third feed pure, 
sweet, and at the proper temperature 
on many farms that it is more prac- 
tical to feed but twice per day unless 
the cows are milked three times and 
the milk fed warm from the cow. The 
best general rule as to quantity is 
to feed one pound of milk for everv 
10 pounds live weight of the calf. 
Whole milk should be fed for at least 
‘two weeks. If fresh skim milk is 
‘available from the separator on the 
farm, the whole milk may then be 
gradually dropped off, about one 
;Pound every two days, and the same 
amount of skim milk adde’. This 
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amount of milk should be continued 
until the calf is about three months 
old. By this time it should be eat- 
ing hay and grain, and the milk may 
be reduced rapidly until no more is 
fed. Fs 

Calves should be kept growing con- 
tinuously and vigorously from birth. 
No grain should be fed after the calf 
is six months old if it can ke kept 
‘n proper growing condition without 
it. A larger barrel and digestive 
ergans should be developed by feed- 
ing a good quality of roughage when 
not on pasture. After calves have 
reached six months of age they can 
be grown better and cheaper on good 
pasture or corn ensilage and good al- 
falfa hay than on any other feeds, 
and roughage is cheaper.—F'arm and 
Dairy. 
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RELATION OF SIZE OF BUSINESS 

TO THE LABOR INCOME OF 

PROFIT ON FARMS 

Farm surveys conducted in New 
York, Indiana, Iowa, Illinois, Utah 
and elsewhere show that the profits 
received by the farmer are largely 
influenced by the size of the farm 
business as measured by the amount 
of capital invested and the number 
of acres in the farm. It has been 
shown that farmers with average 
production and large acreage are do- 
ing better than those with high pro- 
duction and small acreage; that is, 
up to the present time, with the type 
of general farming followed, it seems 
to be easier to increase the profits on 
the farm by increasing the acreage of 
the farm than it is by trying to in- 
crease the production per acre. A 
preliminary farm survey made in one 
of the better general farming sec- 
tions of Colorado shows, according to 
D. W. Frear, of the Colorado Agri- 
cultural College, that farming in Col- 
orado is no exception to this general 
rule. This survey showed that the 
farms with the highest labor incomes 
were considerably larger than the 
average farm or the farms with the 
ten lower labor incomes. It also 
showed that these same farms had , 
very much higher capital invested ' 
than the ten farms that made the low 
labor income. That is, in common with 4 
other parts of the United States, large tt? 
acreage and large capital invested Bt 
seem to be necessary for the highest 
returns in general farming in Col- 
orado.- In other words,, it is almost 
impossible to overcome in general 
farming the handican of a _§ small 
acreage and a small investment of :

Some nineteen years ago when the 
Holstein-Friesian Association num- 
bered five hundred breeders among 
its members, a movement was started 
to place records of production above 
all doubt by official supervision of 
tests through the good offices of State 
Agricultural Colleges and Experi- 
ment Stations. Without casting re- 
flections on the extremely large milk 
and butter records privately reported, 
it was expected that this outside en- 
dorsement would prove a confidence 
creator among dairymen at large and 
show beyond cavil the merits of the 
breed. At the close of the fiscal year 
1896-97, Supt. Hoxie reported 87 ani- 
mals entered in the Advanced Register 
through the new medium of officially 
authenticated butter records. The 
thousands of cows now being tested 
each year mark this system a corner 
stone of progress and it is interest- 
ing to pick out some of the early ARO 
cows and follow their records of pro- 
duction and progeny up to the present 
time, mere especially those instances 
which are above the ordinary. 

Almost a score of years past, the 
day after Christmas in 1896, to be ex- 
act, Jessie Fobes 2d’s Tritomia was 
born on the farm of the veteran breed-

ers, S. B. Jones & Son, near Hustis- 
ford, Wisconsin. In parentage she had 
nothing particularly to brag of when 
judged by present standards; still five 
generations of American ancestors 
and a century or two of Holland lin- 
eage is an inheritance of which any- 
one might well be proud. As the 
practice of official testing grew in 
fator, however, the bright spots in 
her pedigree began to appear. Her 
sire, Aaltje Salo 3d’s Tritomia Nether- 
land became known as the only sire 
hav:ng as many as 33 ARO daugh- 
ters, while her dam’s dam, Jessie 
Fobes was the second cow to have five 
officially tested daughters. 

So much for the ancestry of Jessie 
Fobes 2d’s Tritomia. The cow her- 
self gave birth to nine sons and two 
daughters in eleven consecutive years 
and is still alive to bear witness at 
nineteen years: of age—a very re- 
markable showing. In production she 
is officially credited with eleven butter 
records; eight of them covering a per- 
iod of seven days each, other tests be- 
ing for 14, 26 and 30 days. In 1905, 
upon the completion of a seven day 
butter record of 22.57 lbs., she was 
hailed as the only cow making seven 
day records, averaging 22-lb. butter, 
in five consecutive years. The follow- 
ing official records give her produc- 
tion in detail and the rank in the 
yearly Association Prize Lists shows 
clearly a very exceptional producer 
in her time.

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THE AGE OF THE COW 
The effect of the age of the cow 
on the quality and quantity of the 
milk that she gives was the subject 
of an interesting discussion at a re- 
cent Farmers’ Institute session. 





Among the authorities quoted who|- 


hold the opinion that after ten years, 
the quality deteriorates, were Car- 
lyle and Woll. Their experiments 
show that the average content of 
milk is about 2,29 per cent during 
the first year of lactation; 4.4 per 
cent the second, 4.29 per cent the 
third, and 4.17 per cent the fourth. 

Some of the dairymen present gave 
it as their observation that the milk 
yield increased up to about seven 
years. From that period till the cow 
is ten.she is at her best and from 
that time on she goes down hill very 
rapidly. 

In a number of tests carired out, 
it has been demonstrated with consid- 
erable uniformity that between the 
ages of two and three years the gain 
is five per cent; between the ages 
of three and four, eighteen per cent; 
between four and ten, fifteen per 
cent. 

The Ohio Experiment Station tests

show that a cow gives a constantly 
increasing flow for the same amount 
of feed up to the age of seven, after 
which a slow decline is observed up 
to the eleventh year and then the loss 
is rapid. 

It is of importance to know at what 
time the cow will make her best rec- 
ord. Some of the associations require 
records to be kept at certain times 
to admit cows to advanced registra- 
tion. 

Haecker studied the records in Ne- 
He found there was consid- 
erable variation in the best week of 
lactation. But it appeared that nine- 
tenths of the cows make their best 
record during the first ten weeks of 
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lactation and that more than one- 
half of the cows during the first 
month. On the whole, the second 
and third weeks were found to in- 
clude the period of greatest yield. 
The cow reaches her period of great- 
est production of butterfat somewhat 
earlier than she does the greatest 
production of milk. 

As a general rule with dairy cows 
the cow that eats the most feed pro- 
duces the most milk. Upon this prin- 
ciple the consuming power of a dairy 
cow is of considerable importance in 
building up a herd. But it is neces- 
sary, of course, to see that the feed 
any cow consumes goes to produce 
milk and butterfat, and not lay on 
fat, as is the tendency in cows of the 
beef type. Type and individuality are 
of greater importance in milk produc- 
tion than breed, although among the 
breeds that have been selected and 
bred for economical production for so 
many years one may expect to find 
type and production with it. Take 
any of .our well-established dairy 
breeds and you will find animals with 
high yields, a larger per cent of high 
records and a smaller per cent of low 
producers than among the grades. It 
is possible to build up a profitable 
herd of grades by starting with good 
grades and keeping a purebred buil 
from a high producing strain, but it 
is much easier to get such results in 
the breed. There are fewer difficul- 
ties in selection and breeding when 
purebred sire and dam are used than 
where grades are to be used. And 
the fewer the difficulties, the greater 
the opportunities for success.

Editorials 


In this issue appears an 
Fertilizer article by S. A. Craig, 
Results Agent of the United 

States Department of Ag- 
riculture for Lake County, Indiana. 
The article gives the results of ex- 
perimental work in fertilizing wheat 
and clover and the outcome certainly 
looks like an unqualified recommen- 
dation of the use of commercial fer- 
tilizer as well as farm manures, for 
one could not ask for more than that 
an application of 150 pounds of acid 
phosphate should increase the yield 
of wheat from 20.3 to 88 bushels, 
without any increase in the amount 
of straw. 

It is a good deal the same with the 
farm crop line as with the raising 
of pure bred stock—we seldom find 
the results published unless they are 
quite decidedly favorable. Probably 
in the majority of experiments with 
various kinds of commercial fertiliz- 
ers the increased yield resulting 
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cost of the fertilizer used. Nearly 
every farm presents its own individ- 
ual problem in respect to fertility and 
then, again, what may produce enor- 
mous results one season may prove a 
total failure the next. But even con- 
sidering the uncertainty in the use 
of commercial fertilizers, there is 
much opportunity to increase crop 
production by its use, especially on 
land which is somewhat worn out, 
and we believe it is good practice to 
test out various fertilizers, where it 
has been shown by specific instances 
that big results may possibly be ob- 
tained. P)

throughout the country that the 
farmer has not made as much profit 
as in other years when the yield has 
been less, due to marked variation in 
the price received. This, however, 
does not constitute an argument fav- 
oring a policy of attempting to secure 
but average yields. The farmer who 
strives for maximum production every 
year will often have the large yield 
when prices are high. Also the dairy 
farmer sells his crops mainly to his 
dairy cows and in this way he has 
quite a stable market, for the supply 
of dairy products is not materially 
affected by climatic conditions and 
consequently the price to be received 
can be very closely determined in ad- 
vance. The dairy farmer can safely 
use all his ingenuity in increasing 
crop production and know that he will 
secure full value for the whole out- 
put.

The Advanced Reg- no question as 
ister Year Book to the great 
value .of the

The public, 
however, or perhaps more accurately, 
the agricultural institute speaker, 
who, unprejudiced, holds a _ perspect- 
ive view of all agricultural effort, 
sees the purebred stock industry in 
a different light; he sees in it not 
the profit to the individual ‘nor the 
profit to the comparatively small 
class of dairy farmers engaged in 
the breeding of purebred stock, but 
the beneficial effect of the purebred 
stock in grading up the common 
herds of the country to a higher level 
of production. In this line the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed has a great mis- 
sion; much has been done and much 
more will be done. When we consider 
the low producing ability of many of 
the grade herds of the country, it is 
apparent that every purebred bull can 
take an important part in- this up- 
building process. The market for 
purebred bull calves is almost un- 
limited. 
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One often hears the remark that 
dairy cattle are creatures of habit, 
and that is the truth—if you get the 
habit of feeding proper rations, milk- 
ing regularly and treating them gent- 
ly, the dairy matrons soon acquire the 
habit of using all their effort to pro- 
duee milk for you.

WHEAT DEMONSTRATION IN 
LAKE COUNTY, INDIANA 
Enclosed please find a picture of a 

wheat demonstration that was car- 

ried on this year in this county. 

The preparation of the seed bed so 
far as the mechanical labor is con- 
cerned was the same, and the field 
was an-old one that has been farmed 
for years. This picture shows the 
yield from the same number of square 
feet harvested from the same field 
with the different treatments. 

That to the right which received 
no treatment produced 20.3 bushels 
of wheat and 1.06 tons of straw. No. 
2 which was planted in the same 
manner, was top dressed with 8 loads 
of manure during the winter, and it 
produced 29.2 bushels of wheat, and 
2.2 tons of straw. No. 3 received 
150 lbs. acid phosphate applied at 
the time of sowing, and it yielded 38 
bushels of wheat and 1.4 tons of 
straw. No. 4 had 150 lbs. acid phos- 
phate applied at the time of sowing, 
and top dressed with 8 loads of ma-

nure during the winter, and it gave 
a yield of 40.3 bushels of wheat and 
2.3 tons of straw. No. 5 had about 
8 loads of manure plowed under, 150 
Ibs. acid phosphate applied at the 
time of sowing, and 8 loads of ma- 
nure put on as a top dressing dur- 
ing the winter, and it yielded 55.76 
bushels of wheat and 3.8 tons of 
straw. 

The practical part in this wheat 
demonstration is that we received 
20.3 bushels of wheat and 1.06 tons 
of straw with just a good prepara- 
tion of the seed bed, and the sowing 
of good wheat. All the rest of these 
plots were treated the same way, ex- 
cept that Nos. 2. 3, 4, and 5 had an 
extra treatment as above mentioned. 
You will note that No. 2 produced 
8.9 bushels more wheat, and 1.14 tons 
more straw by the application of 8 
loads of manure, while No. 3 pro- 
duced 8.8 bushels more wheat than 
No. 2, but .8 of a ton less straw. The 
practical point we wish to bring out 
here is that phosphate makes grain, 
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and not straw. In No. 4 with the 
combination of phosphate and manure 
we got 20 bushels more wheat than 
we did with the check, but only .1 
of a ton more straw than we did with 
the manure alone, or we got 11.1 bush- 
els more wheat with phosphate and 
manure, and only .1 of a ton more 
straw with phosphate and manure. 


At the present writing the yields 
of clover on these different plots show 
remarkable differences. This whole 
field, which included all these plots, 
was seeded to clover last March. 
September 10th, cutting nine square 
feet from each plot, we secured the 
following amounts of green clover: 
No. 1 with no treatment, 4 0z. No. 2 
with the application of manure 12 
oz. No. 3 with the application of 
phosphate 20 oz. No. 4 with the ap- 
plication of phosphorus and manure, 
28 oz., and No. 5 with the applica- 
tion of manure, phosphorus, and ma- 
nure 56 oz. 


Judging from the surrounding con- 
ditions throughout the county, our 
clover has been failing without an 
application of manure and phosphate. 
This is a good indication as to what 
is the proper move to take to secure 
a better stand of clover and better 
yields. Or we say, No. 1 represents 
a grain farmer’s system of farming, 
and No. 2 represents a live stock 
farmer’s system of farming, and No. 
3 shows what could be done with 
phosphate on this grain soil, and No.’ 
4 what the live stock farmer can do 
by adding phosphate to manure to 
make up a complete plant food, and 
No. 5 what science teaches us in con- 
nection with these other methods of 
farming. 

Using this as a basis we intend to 
advocate the use of 150 lbs. of acid 
phosphate to be sown with the wheat 
this fall, and some time during the 
winter make an application of 1000 
Ibs. per. acre of a high grade of finely 
ground rock phosphate. Early next 
spring, 1916, seed these wheat fields 
to clover, and in 1917 harvest the 
first crop of clover, and either turn 
the second one under or feed it and 
return the manure to the land. For 
the party who wishes to grow seed, 
clip the first crop, and take seed 
from the second crop, and return the 
chaff to the land. The next year can 
be followed with corn, and the next 
year wheat, coming back to the clover 
rotation, unless some prefer to put 
in the four year’s rotation, either us- 
ing corn, corn, wheat and clover, or 
using corn, oats, wheat, and clover. 

We aim to use acid phosphate with 
the wheat, and sow the last of Sep- 
tember in Lake County, to escape the 
Hessian fly, and to give the wheat a 
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strong, vigorous constitution to with- 
stand the winter. We aim to get 
enough extra yield from the treat- 
ment of acid phosphate to not only 
pay for its use, which will be about 
$1.50 per acre, but also the $3.50 
per acre for the application of 1000 
lbs. of rock phosphate. The total is 
$5.00 per acre, which will be paid 
for with an increase of five bushels 
more wheat at $1.00 per bushel. This 
is the best practice for all wheat 
growers ‘to take up at this time. Not 
only that, but at the end of four 
years with this system, which can be 
repeated with rock phosphate alone 
instead of acid phosphate, we will 
have a richer and better soil and will 
be establishing a more permanent 
system of agriculture, which will 
mean better farms, better homes, bet- 
ter roads, better schools, and a bet- 
ter class of people.

Homeward Bound 


Senior Editor, 


From Seattle to Chicago by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railway, is 2216 miles. We chose this 
route because we wished to stop at 
Spokane to visit the Hazelwood and 
Munroe Company Holstein-Friesians, 
also to stop off at Ipswich, South Da- 
kota, where we proved up a home- 
stead back in the 80’s. 

As we made the passage of the Cas- 
cades in the night this section of our 
trip must remain a blank in our 
sketch, and our visit to the Hazel- 
wood, and Munroe Company farms 
must be reserved for a separate ar- 
ticle. The Rockies, however, were 
made by daylight and the scenery 
presented every variety from the fas- 
cinating and beautiful to the wild 
and picturesque, the rugged and 
grand. As we ascended the great di- 
vide we had the sensation that sure- 
ly we were nearing the top of the 
world. 

The exceedingly rocky appearance 
of some of the mountain ridges are 
convincing that this backbone of the 
continent is appropriately named— 
The Rockies. Others present vast 
rounded domes, green with verdure 
to their summits. For some distance 
we followed the Jefferson River, one 
of the head waters of the Missouri. 
Here was a wide valley sweeping 
from mountain’ ridge to mountain

ridge that was beautiful to look 
upon. Occasionally we passed moun- 
tain streams where we saw men cast- 
ing the line, presumably for trout. 


Another night ride and we found 
ourselves rolling through the plains 
of Dakota west of the Missouri River. 
While crossing the Sioux reservation 
we watched a band of Indians on 
their ponies, rounding up a herd of 
cattle. At Mowbridge the first stop 
east of the Missouri we had to leave 
the Olympian express and take a local 
for Ipswich. We were now on fam 
iliar ground. Bowdle and _ Roscoe 
were passed and finally we were 
landed at Ipswich. Was it the same 
town that we had known in our 
pioneer days? - It was, and it was not. 
There was a commingling of familiar 
and unfamiliar scenes. The streets 
were the same, but the new buildings 
and bordering shade trees gave the 
place an unnatural and somewhat 
weird appearance. It seemed as if 
we were under some spell of enchant- 
ment. Imagine going to sleep at night 
in your own town and waking of a 
morning in the same place twenty- 
seven years later. There would be 
a strange mixture of recognized and 
unrecognized scenes, and the recog- 
nized would have a certain weird, un- 
natural, illusive strangeness that 
would cause you to wonder if you 








were really awake and in your right 
mind. 4 
We had a pleasant visit with a 
* number of residents of those earlier 
days who were still there. Two of 
these, M. A. Slocum and A. G. Auch- 
enpach, have herds of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, headed by well bred 
sires. Some good record cows are in 
these herds. We believe that the in- 
vasion of the Black and Whites will 
make of the Dakotas a rich and pros- 
perous dairy country. 

Quite a coincident was the meeting 
of Mr. Ottman, a pioneer of the 80’s 
who left at about the same time that 
we did and who like ourselves had 
stopped off to renew acquaintances 
with the scenes of former days. 

We wandered outside the village 
limits to our old home. The house 
was still there much as we left it, 
also the 60-acre pasture and the 100- 
acre wheat field. The wheat was 
looking fine and should yield near 30 
bushels to the acre. Dakota has 
plenty of rain this year, and water 
was standing in all low places. In 
fact, it rained the night we stayed 
there. 

Our next run was to Madison, Wis. 
where we visited for several days 
with our son, junior editor of the 
Holstein-Friesian World. Then we 
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completed the final lap of our journey 
and on July 23d again stood én Itha- 
ca soil after a seven weeks absence, 
having traveled by rail some 8,000 
miles, crossed sixteen -States, four 
of them twice and passed the border 
of Mexico to the old town of Tia 


-Juana. Nothing had occurred dur- 


ing the entire trip to mar its pleas- 
ures. It was one grand moving pic- 
ture show, a wonderful panorama of 
changing scenes. It was recreation, 
enjoyment and education. Neverthe- 
less it did seem good to get home 
again under ones own roof and en- 
joy its rest and comfort and look out 
upon familiar scenes. 

The next day we brought our Jack- 
son car from its retirement and took 
a pleasure spin to Cortland by way of 
Dryden over the Ithaca Cortland 
Macadam. The fields of wheat and 
oats and corn, the orchards and 
meadows, the pastures with their 
Black and White cattle and the well 
kept homes, looked good to us. I 
remarked to Mrs. Brown that I 
thought this was about as nice as 
anything we saw on our trip and she 
replied “I think so, too,”

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the center of much interest chiefly 
because of their growing reputation 
for the production of milk and butter 
fat. The Holsteins occupied five rows 
of stalls in the pavilion. There were 
83 head of the black and whites 
shown. The number of cows shown 
in the dairy department was 182. 

During the week between ~120,000 
and 150,000 visitors visited the fair 
grounds and viewed the exhibits. 
Practically all of these people at one 
time or another visited the live stock 
pavilions. Every day of the fair the 
cattle barns were thronged and the 
aisles between the stalls were packed. 
Exhibitors were kept busy explaining 
the merits of their entries. Over 
every cow with a record there was 
a sign giving all the details which 
helped to inform the crowd of the 
merits of the animals. 

The free gate idea is responsible 
for the monster crowds which. two 
days of rain failed to cut down, ac- 
cording to exhibitors. On Tuesday 
and Wednesday, on which days rain 
fell and the ground was a sea of mud, 
over 20,000 peeple turned out each 
day. Because the gates were open 
and they could come and go as they 
wished the people of the state and 
county determined to make the fair a 
success in spite of the weather and 
they did. 

The attendance was not local as in 
the past. Visitors came from every 
part of Kansas and spent the week in 
Topeka. Most of the time they were 
on the fair grounds asking questions 
of the exhibitors. The breeders de- 
clare that they met more people at 
the Topeka fair than at any other 
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fair in the Missouri valley with the 
possible exception of that at Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

The Topeka fair is the first free 
fair in the world. It was made possi- 
ble when the citizens of Shawnee Co. 
voted a special tax to raise $20,00C 
to pay premiums on exhibits. The 
state legislature also voted $5,000: for 
the same purpose. With the premium 
money furnished the fair manage- 
ment agreed to stage a fair and pay 
its expenses from money received 
from concessions, races and the an- 
nual horse show. Although a count 
has not yet been made Samuel E. 
Lux, president of the association, is 
confident that the fair will break even 
on expenses. The popularity of the 
auto races forced the management to 
extend the fair a day and hold a 
program on Saturday. 

The free gate idea was responsible 
for bringing to the fair the largest 
array of livestock in the history of the 
state. Every department. was over- 
crowded and a half dozen circus tents 
had to be erected to house cattle, 
horses and hogs.
